• J&J is a viral vector vaccine. 
Pfzer and Moderna are 
mRNA vaccines.

-	Can’t infect anyone with COVID-19 
-	Doesn’t afect or interact 

with our DNA 
-	Protects against hospitalization 	
	and death from COVID-19
